tional data designed meet these criteria reported.

Suggested the Supreme Court decision school 
integration which implied inferiority was taken 
into consideration, was hypothesized that personal- 
ity traits Negroes would more closely related 
intellectual ability than would true whites. 
Negro and white soldiers were matched nine 
biographical and socioeconomic variables. Measures 
intellectual ability and personality (controlled for 
“test taking integrity”) were obtained. The Negro 
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sample scored significantly lower than the white 
sample tests intellectual ability, but their intel- 
lectual performances correlated higher with personal- 
ity test scores than did the white group. 


10:10. study the relationship between physique 
and personality variables measured the MMPI. 
ALBERT Hoop, University Minnesota. 

The MMPI profiles persons representing the 
extreme ends the continua height and weight 
were compared according both individual scales 
and high-point codes. Profiles persons representing 
certain extremes somatotypes were also 
compared like manner. Small but significant dif- 
ferences were found certain the scales addi- 
tion some interesting differences among high-point 
codes. The high degree relationship between phy- 
sique and personality advanced Sheldon was not 
substantiated. This study confirms the existence 
such relationship, but suggests that very 
small magnitude.

When judging the position advocated pro-frater- 
nity and anti-fraternity statements opinion, sub- 
jects who had committed themselves this issue 
perceived the messages reflecting more extreme 
views than did neutral subjects. When judging the 
position advocated messages that were neutral 
the fraternity issue, subjects assumed that the opinions 
expressed were relatively consonant with their own 
attitudes. These data support the hypothesis that the 
subject’s attitude affects his interpretation opinion 
statements. This relationship complex, however, 
and depends upon the discrepancy between the sub- 
ject’s own position and the position advocated the 


message.

Each group hypnotically-trained subjects 
was given the posthypnotic suggestion that his affec- 
tive reaction toward “foreign aid” would shift from 
positive negative upon awakening and that his 
amnesia for the hypnotic session would persist for 
full week. Once before, and five occasions after, the 
hypnotic manipulation each subject was tested for 
both his affects toward and beliefs about “foreign aid” 
and two other unmanipulated control issues.

The experimenter induced hostility half the subjects

1957. For committed suicides, all suicide cases proc- 
essed the County Coroner were analyzed. For 
attempted ‘suicides, the 8,136 registered physicians 
were contacted (71% responded), and the records 
the. County Hospital and the municipal emergency 
hospitals were examined. This study presents 
empirical survey completed and attempted suicide 
cases metropolitan community.

Evaluations were made 
the beginning, middle, and end the MSRPP Scale 
and specially designed scales measuring level and 
abnormality activity, anxiety, mental disorganiza- 
tion, and interpersonal relationships. Conclusions: 
Gains were lost upon withdrawal chlorpromazine 
maintained with the drug.

The differing impairment profiles these 
tests suggest that they measure different functions 
which depend upon different cerebral loci. There 
neurophysiological and behavioral evidence suggest- 
ing that the DSST (which viewed “cognitive” 
test) more dependent upon cortical than subcortical 
functioning and that the reverse holds for the CPT 
(which viewed “attention” test).

Humor 
scores were obtained from judges’ rating for sub- 
jects scoring low, medial, and high authoritarian- 
ism. Results showed significant differences agree- 
ment with the hypothesis. Implications for theories 
humor are discussed.

These and three unoperated controls were 
trained perform rough-smooth, high-low, and other 
tactual discriminations with one hand and were then 
tested for transfer the second hand. all cases 
the motor set for testing and the general approach 
the problem showed consistent transfer. However, 
two these three experimental animals tested 
new series problems, sensory aspects the tactual 
problems—that is, the specific knowledge which 
pattern was correct—did not transfer.

using the fingers somesthetic masking ex-

Hence, they de- 
serve examination. The anxiety matched prison- 
ers living under stress was measured and manipulated 
determine whether differences the magnitude 
this variable were reflected the alleged indicators. 
All subjects had pronounced observable 
anxiety. Half them received CO, therapy, and half 
received nothing. All continued living stressful 
environment. Statistical analysis revealed that sig- 
nificant reductions occurred MAS and B-G scores 
but not Rorschach indices. Clinical and research 
implications are discussed. 


9:10. The measurement rigidity group 
high school students. BERNARD BRAEN AND 
NorMAN WALLEN, Onondaga County Child 
Guidance Center and University Utah. 

This study attempts assess the value two 
theoretically based manifest rigidity inventories for 
measuring the rigidity variable high school and 
college students. Resistance extinction defines 
rigidity the Wesley scale, and boundary imper- 
meability represents the theoretical base for the Braen 
Self-Description Inventory (SDI). Results showed 
that the high school group appeared less rigid than 
the college students. Three the four subscales 
the SDI seemed measure the same aspects be- 
havior the Wesley scale. Low reliabilities indi- 
cated that the two have less value for assessing 
rigidity high school students than for college 
group. 


9:20. unidimensional scales job 
satisfaction varying employment situations. 
Stover, Pennsylvania State Univer- 
sity. 

Ten job satisfaction scales 9-15 items each were 
determined from Guttman scalogram analysis 170 
items administered 600 telephone company em- 
ployees. The scales are identified as: work environ- 
ment, wages and benefits, friendliness fellow work- 
ers, supervision, competence management, personal 
recognition, job security, communication from man- 
agement, communication management, and printed 
communication. The scales were then tested for scala- 
bility six different work situations: three separate 
and geographically distant telephone companies, 
manufacturing company, and two research and de- 
velopment electronics organizations. all six cases, 
the scales met all criteria scalability. These scala- 
ble dimensions offer sufficient generality serve 
basis for further research job satisfaction. 


9:30. Correlations indexes families’ socio- 
economic status. LAwson AND WALTER 
State University New York College 
for Teachers Albany and New York State De- 
partment Health 
The purpose this study was compare and 
evaluate seven measures socioeconomic 
(Warner, Hollingshead, centers, income, room-per- 
son ratio, self-estimation, and interviewer rating). 
Data were obtained from mothers representing 1,432 
families communities (urban, suburban, and 
rural) upstate New York. Correlations were com- 
puted between the measures. Occupations fathers 
were also related socioeconomic status. Results 
indicate that the Warner scale the best measure 
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followed the Hollingshead. 
poorly with other indexes. Fathers’ occupation was 
found closely related social class level and probably 


adequate for most research needs.

roles: with one group subjects the experimenter 
was aggressive, and with the other group the experi- 
menter was neutral. was found that: aggressive 
experimenter retards operant conditioning hostile 
sex experimenter and sex subject not 
significantly affect such conditioning. possible 
that the aggressive experimenter either inhibits ag- 
gressive responses weaker reinforcing agent. 


9:15. Reinforcement and personality factors ver- 
bal conditioning. ARNOLD BINDER AND PHYLLIS 
University and Vanderbilt Uni- 
versity. 

The effects personality differences verbal 
conditioning trends under three reinforcement con- 
ditions were investigated. The experimenter’s response 
“Good” was used for one group subjects, electric 
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shock for another group, and reinforcement for 
the third. Reinforcement contingency was the use 
past-tense, rather than present-tense verb, 
sentence. Subjects above the median each MMPI 
scale were compared for learning trends with those 
below the median. “Good” led significant over- 
all acquisition trend, but shock did not. All ex- 
tinction trends were not significant. However, there 
were more significant differences between personality 
groups during extinction than during acquisition.

9:45. verbal conditioning func- 
tion two different measures “awareness.” 
ARD ULLMANN, Stanford University and 
Hospital, Palo Alto, 

Previous investigations verbal conditioning ex- 
cluded from analysis subjects reporting 
ship between subject’s and experimenter’s behavior 
because awareness was thought reduce respon- 
sivity. This research used college students with 
maximal academic exposure verbal conditioning. 
Subjects significantly increased use reinforced 
verbal behavior. Interviewed after nine four-minute 
conditioning trials, only reported relationship 
between their and the experimenter’s behavior. Half 
the subjects were then given cues increase aware- 
ness this relationship. These subjects decreased 
responsivity succeeding trials compared con- 
trols. Among controls, level reported awareness 
was not significantly related responsivity suc- 
ceeding trials. 


10:00. Verbal conditioning psychotherapy. Ros- 


Verbal conditioning procedures were incorporated 
into individual psychotherapy effort ob- 
jectify therapeutic interaction process without seri- 
ously altering it. Social reinforcement (“Mm-hmm,” 
cue the therapist’s attention) was selectively ap- 
plied statements feeling and nonfeeling two 
groups. Differential change from operant proportion 
feeling statements between these treatment groups, 
and comparison with usual psychotherapy control, 
yielded evidence for the operation verbal condi- 
tioning. This resembles “technique” behavior 
modification psychotherapy. Subjects revealed 
awareness the subtle reinforcement cues nor 
change their verbal behavior—they perceived this 
psychotherapy.

Certain anticipated consequences the Taylor-

High percentages 
subjects reported daydreaming “fairly 
tures” daily, usually before sleep. addition 
desires for greater personal effectiveness, daydream 
very high frequency was: imagine myself clasped 
the arms warm loving person who satisfies all 
needs.” significant differences total fantasy 
emerged for sex, rural-urban, educational, family 
size breakdowns. Among groups, Jewish 
and Negro subjects showed highest fantasy scores, 
Anglo-Saxons lowest. Theoretical implications are 
discussed. 


Correlates The dimension 
self-awareness. JEROME SINGER AND ROSALEA

one phase study the function day- 
dreaming personality, questionnaire measuring 
frequency occurrence variety daydreams was 
devised.

Following observation Witkin, experiments 
were performed measure judgment verticality 
alcoholics. The standard rod-and-frame apparatus was 
employed under three conditions: body and frame 
tilted together, tilted opposite directions, and frame 
tilted only. Three groups age-matched males were 
investigated: normals, volunteers from Alcoholics 
Anonymous, and hospitalized patients with chronic 
brain syndrome, alcohol. Under all three conditions 
both alcoholic and CBS subjects exhibited greater 
error than normals. For one condition were CBS 
significantly greater than alcoholics, although all dif- 
ferences were that direction and the difference was 
significant for total error score.

Plasma hydrocortisone levels and Rorschachs were 
obtained from group normal subjects hypnosis 
and hypnotically induced anxiety. Rank order cor- 
relations between difference scores for the blood levels 
and quantifiable Rorschach factors were computed. 
Three factors—P, and Pure C—were signifi- 
cantly related change blood level. However, these 
did not change significantly themselves the 
anxiety state. Five other Sum 
and reaction time—did change significantly, 
though none these was related blood level 
change. The following hypothesis suggested: the 
five factors which changed with anxiety are indicators 
neurotic withdrawal, while the factors related 


blood level change are indicators psychotic ego 
dissolution.

Psychological defense mechanisms were progressively 
disintegrated, giving more normal personality pic- 
ture the early period counterreaction stress. 


12:30. Behavioral changes psychiatric patients 
following partial sensory deprivations: 
Richmond, Virginia. 

male veteran patients were subjected 
several hours auditory and visual stimulus depriva- 
tion. They were interviewed the day before, the day 
after, and week after deprivation and their behavior 
rated 20-item scale determine short-term and 
long-term changes. Significant short-term changes 
were less anxiety, evasiveness, depression, apathy, 
withdrawal, suspiciousness, and somatic complaints, 
but more hostility and disorganization thought. 
Significant long-term changes included less anxiety, 
uncooperativeness, withdrawal, depres- 
sion, and thought disorganization, but more vague- 
ness about future hospital goals. Most changes were 
the direction less psychopathology. Potential 
therapeutic applications are suggested.

Six rhesus monkeys were subjected 108 hours 
sensory deprivation, defined being placed two- 
lever primate chair and introduced into dark, 
anechoic chamber. the chamber each lever pressed 
introduced 0.1-sec. pulse either 1,000 cycle db. 
auditory ft.-candle visual stimulus. Light was the 
preferred stimulus. Typical behavior, both operant 
rate determination and chamber phases, was bursts 
responding followed hours nonresponding. 
Each subject produced self-stimulation primarily 
overeating and prolonged chewing. Vocalization was 
rare. Nystagmus was observed 2/6 the subjects 
but quickly disappeared.

The degree which 120 days (beginning with 
prior lapping water from either 3-mm. 
5-mm. diameter nipples influenced the number 
laps occurring when half the animals each group 
was switched the nontrained nipple was studied. 
Also studied was the resistance extinction non- 
reinforced lapping both shortly after the switched 
trials and approximately six months later after all 
subjects had drunk libitum from cans. The early 
experience had little effect intake during the 
switched trials but had pronounced and persistent ef- 
fects (that is, after the six months drinking from 
cans) extinction; the group trained mm. had 
the greatest resistance extinction.

1:00. comparison speech disturbance levels 
paranoid schizophrenics and control 
prior and during exposure erotic stimu- 
lus. GENE SCHULZE, MAHL, AND

The means and variances two measures speech 
disturbance level were found significantly greater 
for male paranoid schizophrenics than for con- 
trol subjects, but presentation erotic stimulus 
(color photographs nude models) had surpris- 
ingly insignificant effect the speech disturbance 
levels both groups. Since, the basis prior 
studies, the speech disturbance level considered 
sensitive index anxiety level, the possibility 
that this type erotic stimulus arouses very little 
sex drive, and consequently little anxiety, formal 
testing situation considered. 


1:15. Change daily word associations schizo- 
phrenic patient relative psychiatric condition 
pital, Houston, Texas, Baylor College 
Medicine, and University Texas. 

20-item word association measure, with al- 
ternate forms, was administered young male 
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schizophrenic for 240 consecutive days, from the be- 
ginning his first hospitalization. “degree ill- 
ness” chart was constructed for this period the 
clinical personnel independent psychological test 
performance. Treatment regime was varied systema- 
tically each days. Daily word associations (scored 
for complex indicators) correlated .91 with change 
psychiatric condition and .54 with changes 
serum copper level (determined alternate days). 
The latter varied inversely with psychiatric condition 
.57, and changed strikingly during chlorproma- 
zine and EST. 


1:30. relationship between threat the manifest 
content dreams and active-passive behavior 
AND IvAN Eastern Pennsyl- 
vania Psychiatric Institute. 

was hypothesized that, threat the manifest 
content the psychotic dreams was directed 
toward the self, their overt behavior would largely 
characterized pathological activity; and, threat 
was directed toward others, pathological passivity. 
Two sets data—123 dreams from female psy- 
chotic patients and rankings their active-passive 
behavior—were collected for six corresponding two- 
month time periods. was found that, when threat 
was directed toward the self the dream, the pa- 
behavior was significantly more likely 
judged overactive. The relationship between other- 
directed threat dreams and passive behavior was found 
more tenuous because the paucity this type 
data. The findings are discussed the light 
theories concerning the role primary identification, 
specific psychotic defenses, well the problems 
predicting overt behavior from dream content.

However, poor premorbid 
subjects judged negative traits censorious, threat- 
ening nature distinctly more potent and active than 
the other groups. Normals rated such traits least 
potent and active, while good premorbid patients were 
intermediate this regard. 

Childhood and teen-age memories mentally 
ill and normal groups. Astor 
Home for Children, Rhinebeck, New York. 

The present study represents attempt further 
explore the interaction memory and personality 
comparing the early memories two groups sub- 
jects who differ strikingly the quality their 
life adjustment—normal persons 
patients.

Intersensory differences were demon- 
strated previously absolute judgments one clock 
second. Passive estimates auditory and visual dura- 
tions whether they were “more” “less” than 
clock second showed that healthy subjects judged 
about twice much visual clock time than auditory 
clock time necessary for apparent one-second dura- 
tion. This study demonstrates that this audio-visual 
intersensory differential effect does not exist for 
schizophrenics. The results are discussed terms 
the intersensory aspects sensory psychopathology, 
e.g., hallucinations.

phrenic language more personal than that the 
nonpatient. last hypothesis stated that schizophrenic 
language demonstrates such characteristics 
severation, shifting, incompleteness thought, and 
vagueness formulated and categorized.

The effects increasing similarity among context 
cues within paragraph appear increased 
tendency, early during learning, for generalization 
occur mainly among similar items and (b) in- 
creased tendency during later learning for generaliza- 
tion occur throughout the paragraph and con- 
comitant decrease amount learned from the para- 
graph.

The intensity expected auditory stimulus was 
changed after presentations. Several amounts 
upward and downward intensity changes were used. 
Amount GSR, corrected for absolute stimulus in- 
tensity differences, was used indicate perceptual 
disparity response the intensity changes. Amount 
perceptual disparity response 
greater for intensity changes upward direction 
than for changes downward direction and was 
significantly greater for large intensity changes than 
for small intensity changes. was concluded that sub- 
jects develop preparatory sets regarding stimuli they 
will receive and that these sets are physically stimu- 
lus-bound.

Summation spatial stimulus generalization gradi- 
ents was tested using procedure similar that 
reported Brown al. eliminate confounding 
facilatory and inhibitory gradients.

3:00. Performance compensatory tracking task 
function pressure and movement controls 
and display intermittency. ALFRED Air 
Force Cambridge Research Center, Massachu- 

This study reports the effects varying the physi- 
cal characteristics controls and the frequency 
viewing the error compensatory tracking task. 
Subjects performed with greater speed and accuracy 
when pressure control lever was used than when 
either free moving heavy, spring loaded-move- 


ment control was provided. This was observed for

conventional conditions for 30-sec. tvials with in- 
tertrial intervals sec. Analyses indicated the 
right hand significantly superior the left and 
increase this superiority over practice for quality 
and quantity performance. The increasing differ- 
ential found performance over practice similar 
general findings learning where subjects differ 
initial ability.

Within types subjects, variances for 
groups under different conditions were homogeneous, 
but schizophrenic subjects showed significantly greater 
variability than normals. Findings the following 
predicted directions approached statistical significance 
normals reached higher levels under positive than 
under negative examiner responses, while the reverse 
occurred with schizophrenics. 


3:15. Binary choice learning strategies schizo 
phrenics. ASHMAN, Longview State Hos- 
pital, Cincinnati, Ohio. 

The purpose the investigation was determine 
the effect prior experience upon the formation 
useful learning strategies binary choice proba- 
bility tasks schizophrenics. adult schizophrenic 
subjects were broken down into five groups and ex- 
posed varying sequences and 50: proba- 
bility patterns presented slot machine type 
apparatus. The results indicated that schizophrenics 
are generally unable form logical modes respond- 
ing continuous series probability events. They 
are thus not able utilize prior probability learning 
responding appropriately later patterns. 


3:30. Performance process and reactive schizo- 
phrenics binary guessing task. MARTIN 
ZLOTOWSKI AND BAKAN, Fort Custer 
Hospital and Michigan State University. 

The behavior group process schizophrenics 
was compared with that group reactive schizo- 
phrenics head-tail coin guessing situation. Com- 
parison was made with respect alternation 
frequency, i.e, number times head was followed 
tail tail head series 300 guesses and (b) 
reliability alternation frequency scores 
ured split-half reliability coefficient.

Using 
problem solving task, the experimenters were inter- 
ested discovering whether subjects can actually 
make use hidden cues the learning task and also 
wanted test method which would permit evaluat- 
ing what degree recognition hidden cues can 
take place. Results from testing four groups with 
subliminal and supraliminal relevant and nonrelevant 
cues permitted the conclusion that subliminal un- 
reportable relevant cues facilitate problem solving be- 
havior. The quantitative method would lend itself 
discovering limits effectiveness subliminal vs. 
supraliminal cues. 


4:15. The effect predefined stimulus properties 
pictures person perception function 
intelligence. Low, State University 

This study used specially designed pictures which 
three physical stimulus properties were systematically 
varied. These pictures were used evaluate stimulus 
effects inferences about the relationships between 
the people pictured them. women, classified 
either moron borderline, were used determine 
how intelligence affects the use nonverbal 
perceptual cues. was found that predefined stimulus 
properties profoundly influence person perception 
determining their perceived characteristics. The data 
also showed that subjects borderline intelligence 
make greater use subtle nonverbal perceptual cues 
than mentally retarded subjects. 


4:30. The relationship between level aspiration 
and intelligence. AND 
Oklahoma State Univer- 
sity. 

Level aspiration was tested for number dif- 
ferent tasks with adult subjects varied intellectual 
levels. Then measure flexibility adjustment 
level aspiration actual performance level was 
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computed. The four tasks employed involved: hand 
prehension, stacking, visual discrimination, and audi- 
tory discrimination. Subjects were selected from four 
different ranges: 55-70, 93-110, and 111- 
130. Statistical analysis indicated that difference 
score, discrepancy between level aspiration and 
actual performance, demonstrated significant inter- 
action for Task level. Adjustment level 
aspiration actual performance level was most dif- 
ficult for the lower intellectual levels.

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This study investigated the hypothesis that tech- 
nical skills are scalable the same sense that atti- 
tudes are scalable. The criteria employed for de- 
termining the scalability the technical skills were 
those proposed Thurstone and Guttman. The naval 
rating Aviation Electronic Technician Radar 
(ATR) was chosen for study. petty officers were 
used rate different technical skills using two 
different criteria.
